it be possible to distribute this seed, 
Otherwise some municipality outside 
will benefit, rather than farmers ‘in 
this district.

Electric Fencing 


Literature has been received from 
half a dozen companies manufacturing 
devices for charging fence wire with 
an intermittent electric current, which, 
Wihiie dving the stock no real harm, 
engenders such a wholesome respect 
that one strand of barb wire is said to 
turn any stock except sheep or per- 
haps pigs of mixed sizes. For sheep 
and for pigs of various sizes a couple 
of charged strands may be needed. 
Only light posts are required. The 
claims of the several companies agree 
surprisingly on all essential points and 
an agricultural engineer supports the 
claims with his observations. The 
cost is not so very high and the 
Superintendent has decided to try one 
out. It should be a good means of 
utilizing crop aftermath = adjoining 
fields or gardens that need protection.

For Setter or For Worse? 

The well ordered farms of the Old 
World were discussed in a recent talk 
with a well-known banker actively in- 
terested in farming, who recalled the 
permanent farming systems of North- 
ern Ireland, with trim hawthorn 
hedges dividing the fields, cropping 
arenas neatly allotted and all appoint- 
ments of a permanent farming system, 
even to the ving of the lanes with 
rock. It tak time to develop agri- 
culture of that type and it is not sur- 
prising that in a rapidly exploited land 
such as the Canadian West tue 
methods should be rough and _- hap- 
hazard by comparison. It certainly is 
a fact that Canadian prairie argricul- 
ture hes not yet found its stride, nor 
have we done much to improve on 
nature.

Starting Tender Plants Under Glass 
Success with tender plants and 
those that require an eaily secding 
largely depends upon a good start. To 
ensure it a hotbed or some sort of 
improvised sash-heuse or lean-to is 
almost essential A warm and bright 
| house-window may be used if tem- 
perature and ventilation can ‘be rea- 
!sonably conirolled. 


The hotbed, however, is the usual 


} 


method in starting young plants. Fresh 
horse manure is the best material for 
manure-heated beds, It should be 
stored in loose, shallow piles so that 
it will not heat until needed or until 
a sufficient quantity is on “Land to 
start the hotbed. About two weeks to 
18 days before it is time to seed the 
hotbed the manure should be put into 
one neat heap, near where the hotbed 
is to be, and tramped. When it begins 
to heat it should be turned to make it 
ot a uniform consistency. After five 
or sfy. days it should be quite hot and 
ready for use. The final pile is built 
layer on layer and tramped as it is 
bulit. The tramped pile of manure 
when finished should extend about one 
foot beyond the edges of the frame and 
from 1% to 2 feet high is wviurted in 
mid-March. Hotbeds started in» mid- 
April require about one foot of tramped 
manure. Manure should be banked to 
the top edge of the frame all around 
the outside to help retain the heat 
Before all the manure has 


been 


set in position. Add about = inches 
more manure and tramp. If the man- 
ure surrounding the frame iias settl 
add enough more to raise it to the top 
so as to conserve the heat. Place on 
the sash (storm sash will do if the 
frame is built to fit them) and leave 
for two or three days to heat, after 
which the manure is tramped again 
and six inches of soil put on. In five 
to six days, when it will have cooled 
down to 80 to 90 degrees, it will be 
ready for seeding. If flats are, used 
in which to plant the seeds little or 
no soil need be placed on top of the 
manure. 

The time to start a hotbed is gov- 
erned almost entirely by the season 
and the kind of crops. Seeds of dif- 
ferent crops vary greatly in respect to 
the time they require to germinate. 
Celery, snapdragon, nicotiana, petunia, 
phlox, scabiosa and schizanthus re- 
quire about 20 days to germinate un- 
der favorable conditions. Acroclinium, 
asters, swan river daisy, calendula, 
dahlia, verbena, marigold, nasturtium, 
salpiglossis, stocks, zinnia, tomato, 
cauliflower, and cabbage require from 
5 to 15 days to germinate. 

Celery arid snapdragons are the first 
kinds to be seeded at the Substation. 
Over a period of years, mid-March 
has proven_ satisfactory at Beaver- 
lodge, though later sowings have 
proven fairly successful. The other 
kinds mentioned in the first group are 
seeded about 10 days later. Another 
lapse of about 10 days passes before 
those of the second group are seeded. 
Tomatoes grown to fruiting sizes be- 
fore they are set out are an exception 
to this rule. If transplanted twice | 
under glass mid-March seeding is) 
recommended. For single transplant. | 
ines of tomatoes under glass April 1 
seeding is usually satisfactory.

Agriculture. It was tested at many 
different stations but aid not receive 
much attention until recent years 
when it was found to give good re- 
sults in the teste at the Dakota and 
Montana stations. The original in- 
troduction of this grass into C anada 
came through the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and also 
directly from Russia. In 1915 two 
samples of the seed were obtained 
from the United States by the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan and planted 
in experimental plots. Somewhat later 
the University received eight samples 
from the United States Experimental 
Station at Mandan, North Dakota, and 
a considerable number of introductions 
were obtained from time to time 
directly from Russia and Siberia, so 
that eventually the University had a 
large collection of material. 

Every lot planted was exceedingly 
variable in plant type and some plants 
were obviously more desirable than 
others. These differences suggested 
the desirability of doing some selection 
work, as it was apparent that con- 
siderable improvement could be 
effected by making selections from the 
leafy types with a tendency to spread 
and by eliminating the coarse, buachy 
and sparsely leaved types. In this way 
a fine leafy strain was secured, which 


| by 1925 had produced enough seed for 


plot tests and for distribution to farm- 
ers in small quantities, Unfortunately 
all of this seed was lost when the 
building which housed the Field Hus- 
bandry Department was burned in the 
spring of 1925. However, the original 
selections were still In the field and a 
fresh start was made which culminated 
in a yield of 517 pounds of cl:an seed 
in 1927. The seed from this original 
plot was obtained for seven years in 
succession and constituted ti. Elite 
stock for distribution. 

Meanwhile in 1927 seed was ob- 
tained from Montana by the Dominion 
Range Experimental Station at Many- 
beiries, Alberta, and planted in test 
lots at that station, and later on a 
large number of samples were dis-

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT

“There is not a single country where 
the entire population enjoys a stand- 
ard of nutrition adequate for the 
maintenance of health.” 

This is the conclusion just arrived 
at by the Special Nutrition Committee 
of the League of Nations; Sir John 
Orr, probably the world’s greatest ex- 
pert on nutriticn, last year came to 
the same conciusion, “Millions are 
underfed!" he said. 

Farmers are eager to supply. the 
extra food needed by city people, in 
return for which city people are eager 
to supply the additional goods and 
commodities which farming people so 
badly need. Why are not these simple 
exchanges taking place? Some gay it 
is the Capitalistic System, the Bcon- 
omic System, the’ methods of Distribu- 
tion and Marketing. of Transportation 
and of Banking, have broken down; 
but this cannot be, for all these con- 
cerns and businesses are most eager to 
bring about the needéd exchanges. 

In my humble opinion it is actually 
Statesmanship the world over that has 
broken down. Those in charge of our 
affairs, by means of high tariffs. 
quotas and other restrictions, are cur- 
tailing the exchange of farm products 
for city goods, feeling, apparently, 
that the less we all buy and sell some- 
how the more we shall all have. What 
a sad and pathetic fallacy! If it were 
not so tragic tt would be just silly. 

Following factors have tended ta 
raise price: U.S. government intends 
releasing gold to broaden credit 
basis—Motisture situation unfavorable 
in Tunis—Canada imports U.S. wheat 
—Germany buys 30,000 tons of Argen- 
tine barley—Many sections of Argen- 
tina very dry and conditions for corn 
crop unfavorable—Japan’s refuaal to 
disclose warship program will prob- 
ably start armament building race. - 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: Rains favor U.S. winter 
wheat belt—Beneficial showers in A'- 
geria—All Indian crops doing well— 
Japan's rice supply increased—Sprins 
Plowing commences in Russia—Favor- 
able weather in Italy allays fears of a 
wheat shortage — Yugo-Slavia winter 
crops in good candition—Increased ex- 
ports of soy beans from Manchuria.

With all the knowledge and skill 
acquired in thousands of flights in the 
last ten years, | would hardly think 
today of making my first flight on a 
strange machine in a 27-mile wind, 
even if I knew that the machine had 
#iready been flown and was safe, After 
these years of experience, I look with 
amazement upon our audacity in at- 
tempting flights with a new and un- 
tried machine under such’ circum- 
stances. Yet faith in our calculations 
and the design of the first machine, 
based upon our t bles of air pressures, 
of careful labora- 
tory work, and confidence in our sys- 
tem of control developed by three 
years of actual experiences in  bal- 
ancing gliders in the air, had con- 
vinced us that the machine 
capable of lifting und maintaining 
itself in the air, and that, with a little 
practice, it could be safely flown.

the start on the 14th, made in a calm, 
the machine, facing a 27-mile wind, 
started very slowly. Wilbur was able 
to stay with it till it lifted from 
track after a 40-foot run. 

The course of the flight up and 
down was exceedingly erratic, partly 
due to the irregularity of the air and 
partly to lack of experience in hand- 
ling this machine. The control of the 
front rudder was difficult on account 
of its being balanced too near 
centre, This gave it a tendency to 
turn itself when started; so that it 
turned far on one side and then 
too far on the other. As a result the 
machine would rise suddenly to about 
ten feet and then e¢s suddenly dart for 
the ground, A sudden dart when 4 
little over a hundred feet from the end 
of the track, or a [ittle over 120 feet 
from the point at which it rose into 
the air, ended the flight. As the 
velocity of the wind was over 35 feet 
per second and the speed of the 
machine over the ground against this 
wind ten feet per second, the speed of 
the machine relative to the air was 
over 45 feet per second, and the - »»gth 
of the flight was equivalent to a flight 
of 540 feet made in calm air. .

the history of the world in which a 
machine carrying a man had raised 
itself by its own power into the air in 
full flight, had sailed forward without 
reduction of speed, and had _ finally

At twenty minutes after eleven Wil- 
bur started on the second flight The 
corse of this flight was much like 
that of the first, very much up and 
down The speed was faster than the 
| first flight, due to the lesser wind 
|The duration of the flight was less a 
second longer than the first, but the 
distance covered was about seventy- 
five feet greater. 

Twenty minutes latgr the third 
flight started This one was steadier 
}than the first one an hour before. I 


was proceeding along pretty well when 
sudden gust from the right lifted 
the machine up twelve to fifteen feet 
and turned it up sidewise in an alarm-

ing manner. It began a lively sidling 
off to the left. I warped the wings to 
try to recover the lateral balance and 


at the same time pointed the machine 
down to reach the ground as quickly 
as possible, The lateral control was 
more effective than I had imagined 
and before L reached the ground the 
right wing was lower than the left and 
struck first. The time of this flight 
was fifteen seconds, and the distance 
over the ground a little over 200 feet. 


Wilbur started the fourth ani last 
flight at just 12 o’clock. The first few 
hundred feet were up and down, as 
before, but by the time three hundred 
feet had been covered the machine 
was under much better control. The 
course of the next four or five hundred 
feet had but little undulation, How- 
ever, when out about eight hundred 
feet the machine began pitching again, 
and, in one of its darts downwards, 
struck the ground.
